COMMENT SOUGHT ON A PETITION FILED BY CENTENNIAL U.S.V.I. OPERATIONS
CORP. FOR WAIVER OF SECTION 54.314(d)(1) OF THE COMMISSION’S RULES

The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment on a petition filed by Centennial U.S.V.I.
Operations Corp. (Centennial) seeking an expedited waiver of the July 1, 2006, filing deadline set forth in
section 54.314(d)(1) of the Commission’s rules." On February 22, 2008, the United States Virgin Islands
Public Service Commission (VIPSC) designated Centennial as an eligible telecommunications carrier
(ETC) in the United States Virgin Islands (USVI), effective “December 2, 2006, the date on which
Centennial submitted its petition to the VIPSC.”® Centennial claims “a waiver of the July 1, 2006 filing
deadline will allow Centennial to receive universal service support beginning as of the effective date of its
ETC designation for the USVI.”

? Petition at 5-6. In late 2004 or early 2005, Centennial began seeking ETC designation in the USVI. Petition at 3.
Upon being informed that the VIPSC did not have jurisdiction over it, Centennial filed on April 29, 2005, a petition
with the Commission requesting ETC designation. Id. at 4; see also Parties are Invited to Comment on the Petition
of Centennial USVI Operations Corp. for Designation as an Eligible Telecommunications Carrier in the United
States Virgin Islands, CC Docket No. 96-45, Public Notice, 20 FCC Red 10430 (May 27, 2005). On December 2,
2006, Centennial filed a petition for ETC designation with the VIPSC. Petition at 4. On December 22, 2007, the
USVI passed legislation confirming VIPSC authority to designate ETCs. Id. at 5. On February 12, 2008,
Centennial withdrew the ETC designation petition it filed with the Commission. Letter to Marlene Dortch,
Secretary, Federal Communications Commission from Christopher W. Savage, Counsel for Centennial, CC Docket
96-45 (filed Feb. 12, 2008). On February 22, 2008, the VIPSC designated Centennial as an ETC in the USVL

before May 13, 2008. All pleadings are to reference CC Docket No. 96-45. Comments may be filed
using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS) or by filing paper copies.”
